CONFERENCES ARE HELD 


By Officials After Which 


Resignation of Army Offi- 
cers Serving in Ireland 
Announced—Irish Garri- 
sons are Being Reinforced.

London, March 21.—The 
utmost 


activity prevails at the war 
office 


and in the other departments of the 
government affected by the appar- 
ently grave situation fti Ulster. All 
the secretaries of state today can- 
celled their usual week 
end trips 


to the country. 


Colonel John Seely, secretary of 


state for war, and Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiral- 
ty, conferred at the war office this 
morning. 
After the conference a 


statement was issued confiiming the 
report of the resignation 
of some 


army officers serving in Ireland and 
stating that these cases 
will 
be 


dealt with 
in 
due' and normal 


course by General Sir Arthur Paget, 
the commander in chief in Ireland 


"In the meantime 
the 
officers 


concerned," according to the state- 
ment, "are performing their duties, 
which duties naturally include obe- 
dience to orders " 
Rumors vv«re in circulation1 toda> 


that many other officers of the army 
serving in the south of Ireland will 
resign their commissions if ordered 
to Ulster. 
Meanwhile General 
Sir 


Arthur Paget continues to 
dispose 


his trcxrps, who 'have orders to safe- 
guard government property and to 
maintain law and order. 


A detachment of 151 men of the- 
regular army arrived this moraine 
at Carrlckfergus near Belfast to re- 
inforce the garrison. 
Large quaii 
titles of arms and ammunition are 
stored there. 
In order to prevent an outliurs* 


the police in Ireland have been told 
not to take any steps to enforce the 
rr*— lippnse act in cases where mem- 
bers of the "Ulster volunteers" are 
seen carrying rifles in camp or else- 
where. 
The act empowers the au- 


thorities to seize all unlicensed fire- 
arms. 
The greatest danser is believed 


to lie in the possibility- of Orange 
and Nationalist workmen coming to 
blows. 
This might start a general 


conflict. 
King George is keeping In close 


touch with the situation. He sum- 
moned the secretary of 
state 
for 


war to Buckingham palace 
at 
an 


early hour this morning and 
also 


sent one of 'his private secretaries 
to the premier's residence in down- 
ins street to secure the latest offi- 
cial information. 


An official 
communication issued 


this afternoon says: 


The recent movements of troops in 


Ulster are purely precautionary with 
the object of giving adequate protec- 
tion to depots of arms a,nd ammuni- 
tion and other sroverument propertv 
against possible risks." 


It adds: "There has not been, and 


IB not now. any intention to move 
troops into Ulster except for these 
and like purposes."

on Friday approved of a deal between

Bj the terms of the deal the Colum- 


DUS Oil and Fuel company becomes 
the owner of all outstanding stocks 
of the Federal compan}, which have 
been held by the Oino Fuel Supplj 
compan* and therebv takes over all 
gas distributing business, in Colum- 
bus. 


The meters of the Fuel Supply com- 


pany in Columbus are taken 
over. 


For this property and business the 
Columbus Company is to pay $1,150.- 
000. 
Plant and business of the latter 


in country towns surrounding this 
city are sold to the Ohio Fuel Supply 
company for approximately $100.000 
This includes the business at Picker- 
ington, Thurston, Grove City, 
Locke 


and North Baltimore. 


All of the field lines and gas acre- 


age of the 
Columbus company in 


Licking, Knox, Fairfield and Hocking 
counties are taken over by the Fuel 
Supply company at a price approxi- 
mating 1580.000. 
It is provided in 


the contracts covering this sale that 
the Columbus company retains all oil 
rights in these producing fields.

camp knew what preparations Gener- 
al Velasoo was making to repel the 
attack of the revolutionists.

soldiers and the civilians 
who had 


followed the rebel leader south from 
Chihuahua, 'but Villa answered all in- 
quiries with the \aunt that "Torreon 
will be mine in a week."

THE LITTLE RED SCHOOLHOUSE 


I 


T OUGHT to be pretty well understood by this time that the one-room rural district school beloved of«our 


grandfathers is mostly a scandalous institution. The typical teacher is a girl Just out of normal school, 
much underpaid, sometimes oveiworked and sometimes with only half a dozen pupils of assorted ages. A 


Vermont report covering thirty-two such schools shows that in three years there were one hundred and sev- 
enteen different teachers, of whom—on an average—more than half served less than two terms. A great ma- 
jority of these schools,are poorly housed and hardly equipped at all—just a bare little room with a desk, a 
rostrum, a blackboard and a poisonous castiron stove. That efficient instruction can be had under such con- 
ditions is out of the question. And there is less and less excuse for the typical one-room, ungraded rural dis- 
trict school. 
Our grandfathers could have that or nothing. In their day the nearest town was ten miles or 


more away and the road all but impassable half the year. Now—all over the middle west at least—there are 
few rural districts that are not within easy haul of a village graded school; still fewer that might not have a 
fairly equipped graded school within easy haul by consolidating the districts. 
A ready in some localities a 


wagon to bring in the country children is as much a part of the educational equipment as the traditional 
blackboard itself. 
Like some other poor institutions, the little red schoolhouae subsists mainly oil prejudice 


and mere inertia. If educating children is worth all this effort, to give them tolerably efficient teaching is 
worth just a little more effort.—Saturday Evening Post, March 21. 1914.
